1955 taxes on the grounds that 
the assessments were arbitrary, 
a wrrit of mandamus requiring 
the district to assess the taxes 
according to state law and in­ 
dividual tax relief for some 80 
d i s t r i c t taxpayers 
on 
the 
grounds of discrimination, lack 
of uniformity and unequalness 
in the tax assessments.

Company gave an interesting talk 
■at the Community Hall last night 
'ts-On how farmers can cut electric 
bills. For those who missed it, 
here’s a short recap. 


Don’t try to light up the cob­ 
webs in the rafters. Use a reflec­ 
tor and a smaller bulb will prob­ 
ably do the job. Too many farm ­ 
ers use naked bulbs that waste 
50 % of the light. 
T ry using moveable projector 
bulbs th a t beam light the way a 
s e a r c h lig h t does. A couple of 
these “ spots” will often give you 


netter illumination than a gang 
of juice-wasting overhead lamps. 


From where I sit, it’s amazing 
how often we misuse the things 
we have . . . like electricity. We 
also make a mistake if we misuse 
our right of personal choice - 
about which candidate to vote for, 
say, or whether beer or coffee 
makes the ideal mealtime drink — 
by try ing to force our opinions on 
others. Respect for the other fel­ 
low’s point of view should be our 
“guiding light."

As long as people arc satisfied with tradition, or with what 
men say. just that long will it be necessary to state, argue and 
prove some of the plainest lessons given in the Word of God. 
This is certainly true in regard to the above subject concern­ 
ing the HOW or the scriptural action of baptism. Does sprink­ 
ling or pouring or immersion constitute baptism or do all 
of 
them constitute it? History reveals that the first case of af 
fusion (sprinkling or pouring) occurred in the 
3rd 
century 
when No\ at ion substituted this for immersion because he was 
ill. This was rejected by the Catholics. All of the first 
cases 
were “clinic*’ cases and it was th*- 13th century before any one 
scarcely ever though of baptism as heing anything other than 
immersion. This is substantiated by statements from prominent 
men 
who 
have 
advocated 
affusion. 
Stackhouse 
s a y s : 
“Several authors have shown and proved that this immersion, 
as much as possible, continued to be used for thirteen hundred 
years after Christ.’’ Dr. Whitby says: "Immersion was relig­ 
iously observed by all Christians for thirteen centuries." John 
Wesley said: “ Buried with H im '- alluding to the ancient man­ 
ner of baptizing by immersion.’’ 
Let us notice briefly some Greek scholars’ statements in re­ 
gard to the meaning of the word “ Baptidzo," the Greek word 
for baptize. Alstedins says: “To baptize, signifies only to im­ 
merse. 
Boza says “Christ commanded us to bo baptized; by 
which word it is certain immersion is signified.” Dr. Campbell 
of Aberdeen says: “The primitive signification of baptlzma is 
immersion.'’ Those could he multiplied lf space allowed, 
but 
with reference to the Greek may we state that 
all 
standard 
Greek English lexicons agree on the meaning of the word “bap­ 
tidzo. 
All, without one exception, say it means to Immerse, 
not to sprinkle or pour! 


But you don t have to be a Greek scholar to know that bap* 
tlsm is only immersion! in Mark 1:4-5 we’re told that 
John 
was baptizing in the river Jordan. Why should he do that if 
he were just sprinkling or pouring? Then in Mark 1:9-10 we 
read of the baptism of Jesus, and the record says "straightway 
( OMING DI’ OUT OF THE WATE1R." That sounds strange if 
he were only sprinkled ft* Now read Acts 8:36-39. There it is 
revealed that BOTH Philip and the eunuch “ WENT DOW IN­ 
TO THE WATER:" 
Then the eunuch was bptlzed after the 
baptism they both "W ERE COME UP OUT OF THE WATER." 
Who will say that was sprinkling?? Paul makes 
the 
matter 
conclusive when he says in Romans 6:2-4 that baptism is a bur­ 
ial. There is not a semblance of a burial in affusion! Thus the 
HOW of baptism is immersion. As we learned last week the 
WHO of baptism is a penitent believer. Next week we will study 
the important subject of the WHY of baptism

OME people will try to tell you 
that we can learn nothing from 
the fact that Jesus was a m an 
of prayer. He w as so different 
from us, they say, that we m ust 
no m ore try to im itate him than 
to im itate Einstein. This is not 
the way the New Testam ent looks 
at it, not the way Christian the­ 
ology looks at it. Jesus "had to 
be m ade like his brethren in ev- 
very respect,” we 
are told in Hebrew 
2:17. The church 
theologians 
c a ll 
C h r is t 
"consub­ 
stantial 
with 
us 
according to his 
manhood,” which 
is a way of say­ 
ing that he is ev­ 
ery bit as hum an 
as we are. With- 
Forem an 
out sin, 
to be sure. The only 
prayer for forgiveness which he 
ever uttered was on behalf of 
others, not himself. If even the 
sinless Son of God was a m an 
of prayer, 
surely we who are 
so 
im perfect 
and 
sinful 
need 
prayer even m ore; and we can 
learn about prayer from him. 


The Motive of Prayer 
One thing stands out: 
Jesus 
motive or m otives for praying 
m ust have been far stronger than 
the motive of m ost of us. Jesus 
would go without sleep or rest in 
order to pray. He, a m an who had 
m any friends and loved to have 
people around him. would with­ 
draw from all hum an com pan­ 
ions, would go far into the hills, 
would 
climb 
a high mountain, 
just in order to find a place where 
he could pray without interrup­ 
tion. In short, he took a great 
deal of trouble to pray. We take 
less 
trouble, becai— 
we 
don’t 
feel the strong desire that he 
felt. But why? W hat was his mo­ 
tive? It is not so m ysterious that ; 
we cannot give it a nam e, though 
it is too profound for us to fathom 
, it to the depths. It was his heart s j 
i desire for close and closer shar- , 
ing of heart and life with the 


I heart and, life of the heavenly 


I Father. Jesus shows no sign of 
needing to "get right” with God. ; 
He was in full harm ony to his 
life's end. But his prayers were J 
an expression of that harmony, i 
The piano tuner m akes the strings ! 
of the instrum ent ring true; but 
the m usician then brings out the 
beauty that is there when all is 
in tune. 


The Manner of Prayer 
Dr. W. D. Cham berlain has writ- 
ten a book for plain Christians 
called "The M anner of P ra y er,” ; 
based on the Lord’s Prayer. This 
is no place to borrow m any pages , 
from ‘hat fine book. Yet a word j 
should be said about the m anner 
of Jesus’ prayer in general. 
We 
know that he used to attend the 
synagogue 
meetings, 
and 
we j 
know that in those m eetings for- | 
m al (what we would call "print­ 
ed” ) prayers w ere used, in which 
no doubt Jesus would join. 
But 
we hear a great deal m ore about 
his private prayers, and we can 
be pretty sure that for these oc­ 
casions he never took a prayer- 
book with him. His prayers were 
personal, 
individual, 
they 
were 
free, and m any of them were fully 
private, strictly between him self 
and His Father. 
This m uch is 
clear for our own prayer-prac- 
tice: 
w hatever 
form al 
prayers 
we m ay use in church, or who­ 
ever m ay be praying there for 
us (and with us, if "leading’ 
in 
prayer m eans anything), this can 
be no substitute for personal, pri­ 
vate prayer. We m ust never be 
tied down to any form ula, as if 
God were som ething like a bu­ 
reaucrat who would not consider 
a com munication not in proper 
form! God wants to know m ost 
of all not how we say it but how 
m uch we m ean it. 


The Matter of Prayer 
What things is it right to pray 
for? We can be sure of this much 
at least: 
It is always right to 
pray for the kind of thing which 
is in harm ony with the "Lord’s 
P ray er.” 
(Incidentally, 
the fact 
that this prayer appears in m ore 
than one form 
in the 
gospels 
shows that it can hardly be right 
to 
insist 
on 
one 
set 
form 
of 
words.) Things not m entioned in 
that prayer, 
perhaps 
yes; 
but 
things out of line with it, no. Let 
the reader consider which of these 
objects of prayer are in line with 
the Lord’s prayer: 
A. prom otion 
in one’s job? 
G reater spiritual 
strength? The cure of an afflicted 
loved one? Foreign missions? An 
unborn child? The President of 
the United States? The elim ination 
of a rival in love or business?
